WOMEN AT CAMBRIDGE. 


REMOVING THE BARRIERS. 


Mrs. Margaret Heitland writes 
in the Odserrer -— 

The case for admitting women 
tothe degrees and membership 
of Cambridge University on equal 
terms with men cannot much 
longer be opposed. Public opinion 
ia on our side; and since the 
House of Lords, as well as the 
Parliamentary representatives of 
the nation, have given the Uni- 
sersity vote to quatified Cam- 
bridge and Oxford womcz, it is 
practically certain that they 
would im the last resort compel 
Cambridge to take down its re- 
maining sex barriers. 

The struggle can hardly come 
to such a pass as this. The 
history of Cambridge for over 
Sfty years has been a proud re- 
cord of barriers broken down by 
the very persons who, on a nat- 
row view, stood to gain by ‘their 
maintenance. The barrier of 
clericalism and religions tests 
went, and Cambridge Churcbmen 
admitted to their university men 
of all other beliefs. Racial bar- 
fiers were destroyed, and Cam- 
bridge ‘offered 
stores of knowledge to the 
students of East as well as West. 
The barrier of wealth have been 
weakened, though not yet quite 
destroyed. The ban of enforced 
celibacy has also gone, and when 
College Fellows were permitted to 
marry, Cambridge itselfdemolish- 
ed its age-long monastic scheme 
of life. The barrier which ex- 
cluded women from admission to 


| examinations for honours fell in

men as Heory Fawcett and 


-| Henry Sidgwick. This Fear, or

The prisoner was-brought be-~ 
fore Mr. B.O. Hutchison at the 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 
when he was discharged by the 
Magistrate on the ground that a 
technical mistake bad been made 
in the warrant of arrest 
which: was stated to be made 
under the Extradition Ordinance; 
The prisoner was, however, de- 
tained whilst a proper warrant 
was wade out for his re-arrest. 
The application for extrsadi- 
tion was again made before 
his Worship this morning, when 
Me. H.L. Dennys, who appeared 
for the prisoner, asked for bail to 
be fixed, with the request that be 
be permitted to examine tha 
amended warrant under which 
the prisoner was held. The 
warrant was again found not to 
be in order. The date and the place 
where the offence was alleged 
to hava been committed by 
the prisoner bad not been des- 
ignated, and, said Mr. Dennys, 
the offence alleged might 
have taken place a centory 
ago for all the information given 
inthe warrant. The prisoner had 
been held in custody for a 
number of days without any 
warrant which would entitle

From the published account of 
the inquiry and from spectators 
who were present inthe Court, it 
appears that Captain Gill gave

The gravest indictment of the 
finding of the Court, however, 
eppears to be the principal reason 
for its finding of negligence, that 
the master had elected to pass. the 
beacon at @ distance of 24 
cables, which the Court consider- 
eda dangerously close distance. 
In Notice to Mariners’ No. 664, 
published on July W, 1918 by 
the Chinese Maritime Customs
